Ay therefore at the latter end; the Pope ſee- 
ing almoſt all Biſhops to forbeare com-

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ming thether, did create newe Biſhops the) 
malee vp a number, and grace the councehir 
with then preſenc e, and to ſubſcribe to i; i 
concluſions for forme ſake, which the 
did, neither heare argued by others, ndfer 
yet well conſider of themſelues. Therforſhe 
let indifferencie be the Judge between thiyo 
and vs; whether ſo raſh a cenſure was tp; 
ſtand in force. Secondly, who were thereſpr 
onely our aduerſaries which were of a co 
trarie religion, we were not preſent, ſo tha 
they did not only by vs, as the Phariſes diff 
by our Sauiour; cõtrary to law condemn 
vs in our abſence, and our cauſe being 
heard, but alſo the ſame men were bot 
our accuſers and our Iudges.
